SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—The State 
funeral of late Governor Washington 
Bartlett, to-day, was probably the 
most impressive and remarkable in 
the history of the State. At an early 
hour a great number of people assem- 
bled in the vicinity of Pioneer Hall, 
and when the doors were opened hun- 
dreds availed themselves of the 
last opportunity to look upon 
the face of the departed Gov- 
ernor. The day was practically 
rega as a holiday, and no 
business of importance was transacted. 
The banks were closed as were also 
the Federal and State Courts. 

The chief mourners and intimate 
friends, army and navy officers, and 
specially invited guests assembled at 
Pioneer Hall at 10 o’clock and pro- 
ceeded to Trinity Church, where the 
body was removed and services com- 
menced at 11 o’clock. 

The decorations at the church wore 
of a simple character. The chancel 
railings were draped with bunting, 
which was caught with funeral knois 
of white, and on the altar and rail faint 
outlines of smilax were seen, The 
simplicity observed in tre decoration 


of the church was in accordance with 


she wishes of the family. 

The ceremonies consisted of the reg- 
ular Episcopaliaa services for the bur- 
ial of the dead, and were conducted by 
Rey. Dr. Beers in a very impressive 
manner. The vocal aod instrumental 
music was furnished by local talent. 

The cortege followed the military. 
In the Second Division were Governor 
Waterman and Lieutenant Governor 
S. M. White, followed by army, navy,

STATE ORPHANS HOME, 


Charges of Cruelty Preferred 
| Against the Management. 

At a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rector# of the Orphans’ Home, held 
on the 5th instant, Mr. John Rob- 
‘erteon,; Iustructor of the Manual 
Training Department of the Or- 
phans’ Home, filed a charge 
that the Superintendent, Mr. A. 
Williams, was unduly severe in 
bis treatment of the boys under his 
charge,”’ and that his sentiments 
do not accord with the aims and 
purr of the institution, and 
mitigate against its success.“ 

In a letter to the Enterprise Seo- 
retary of the Board W. C. Dovey 
says: The Directors of the Or- 
phans’ Home have a keen apprecia- 
tion of the exceedingly delicate and 

nsible nature of their trust, 
end will no more permit cruelty or 
any form of injustice to be practiced 
upon the orphans under their 
charge, than if they were members 
of their own household. 

Although these charges are vague 
and uncertain and in some degree 
censure the Board for neglect of 
duty or lack of vigilance, the ex- 
amination will be conducted with 
strict impartiality, and in due time 
the testimony of witnesses and the 
conclusions of the Board will be 
made public.
